Ministry of Home Affairs vide letter dated 31.07.2013 [FR], has sought inputs 
from this Office in respect of Rajya Sabha S.Q. Dy. No. 000175 (F/A] raised by Shri 
Sukhendu Sekhar Roy regarding Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose scheduled for oral answer 
on 07.08.2013. The text of the question is as under: 

(a) Whether any secret file containing information about Netaji Subhash Chandra 
Bose are being kept in PMO and any other authority there under- details 
thereof. 

(b) If yes, how many files made public and how many have not? 

(c) If yes, specific reasons for not disclosing information to the people of India, 
even though Netaji reportedly disappeared in 1945? 

(d) Whether British Govt also decided not to declassify records of Netaji till 
2025? 

(e) If yes, whether India Govt made formal request to UK or for the matter USA 
and Russian Govt to declassify such records? 

(f) If not, reasons thereof. 

2. It may be mentioned that in the context of an RTI application filed by Shri Anuj 
Dhar [RTI no. 2 19/20 06 -PMA], a list of 45 files was prepared which may be seen at F/B, 
This list included 11 unclassified files and 8 Top Secret files ofNGO Section. While a 
list of 1 1 unclassified files was provided to the RTI applicant [F/C], an exercise was also 
undertaken to declassify the files regarding the matter. While going through the files it 
was found that these contained certain correspondence with foreign Governments. 
Accordingly, it was felt that their disclosure may adversely impinge on external relations 
and exemption was sought under section 8(1 )(a) and (f) of RTI Act, 2005 [F/D|. 
However, in the context of the CIC’s decision dated 18.02.2008 [F/E] a list of 31 
classified files including 5 Top Secret files ofNGO Section along with their subject were 
provided to the applicant [F/F]. However, this list did not include three Top Secret files 
ofNGO Section. 






3. In the light of the present Parliament Question, inputs were sought from NGO 
Section which has informed that it currently possess only 6 ‘Top Secret’ files and that 2 
Top Secret files have been declassified and sent to National Archives of India. It has also 
stated that it does not have any Secret files. 

4. It may be seen that the question raised by the Member of Parliament is not 
very specific, /.<?., secret file containing information about Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose are being kept in PMO and any other authority there under- details thereof. 
There are many subjects related to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. One of these is 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. On this subject, Political Section 
has ‘20’ Secret files. 

5. It may also be mentioned here that in several RTI applications requesting for 
disclosure of files related to Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose, we have been taking the 
position that Secret / Confidential / Top Secret files on the subject contain reference to 
foreign states and disclosure of the same may prejudically affect the relations with 
foreign states. 

6. Against this background, we may consider forwarding the following inputs to 
MHA: 


“PMO has 20 Secret files related to disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. 
None of these Secret files have been disclosed to the public as the same may 
prejudically affect relations with foreign states.”

6. It may be mentioned here that the CIC in its decision dated 18.2.2012 " 
regarding disclosure of secret / top secret / confidential files related to Netaji, while 
observing that it does not arrogate to itself the authority to adjudicate on matters 
concerning foreign relations, had accepted the plea of this Office that the 
disclosure of these files will prejudicially affect relation with a foreign state. 

7. Against this background, it is submitted that there does not appear to be case 
for revisiting our stand. As such the instant letter which essentially seek disclosure 
of secret file related to Netaji may be filed.

(i) As per record, presently there are 60 files [7 Top Secret, 28 Secret, 6 
Confidential, 17 Unclassified, 2 Declassified] [F/A] related to Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose, which are physically available in custody of Political Section and 
NGO Section. 

(ii) It is pertinent to mention here that out of these 60 files, 11 files [F/B] have 
never been considered for inclusion while processing for RTI requests or 
Parliament Question(s) regarding the matter. Out of these 11 files as 
mentioned above, one file with no. 23(156)/51-PM is related to disposal of 
properties of Indian National Army in the far East and remaining 10 files, 
which were opened after constitution of Justice Mukherjee Commission to 
inquire into 'All the facts and circumstances related to the disappearance of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 1945 and subsequent developments. ', and 
have some of the papers regarding Justice Mukherjee Commission. 

(iv) Further, Non disclosure of information related to 4 other files [F/CJ have been 
concurred by CIC vide its order dated 18.2.2008 [F/D], in context of prejudicially 
affecting relations with foreign countries. File no. 915/ll/C/2/2006-Pol 
(V oI-2) having subject 'Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose- letter from Mr. 
Yoshiro Mon \ former PM, Japan, also attracts the same provisions as 
in case of aforesaid 4 files [F / CJ. 

(iv) It may also be seen that matter dealt in other 3 files [F/E] having no. 
915/ll/C/2/2009-Pol, 915/12/C/1/2013-Pol and 915/11/C/5/2008, is not 
directly related to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose but are regarding the

matter of declassification of files related to Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose and a request for construction of INA memorial and Netaji 
Subhas Bhawan. 

(v) It is also pertinent to mention here that this Office had earlier received a Rajya 
Sabha S.Q. Dy no. 000175 raised by Shri Sukhendu Sekhar Roy for answer on 
7.8.2013, asking for files containing information about Netaji Subbash Chandra 
Bose. The same was examined [F/F] and with the approval of the then Principal 
Secretary to PM, following inputs were provided to MHA: 

“PMO has 20 Secret files related to disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose. None of these Secret files have been disclosed to tire Public 
as the same may prejudically affect relations with foreign states.”

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' seven decades. The controversy about the whereabouts of Netaji must be put at rest. Even 
different foreign authorities including CIA are ready to share documents and information about 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and his l.N.A. but the congress led Government of India was 
in no mode to do anything to unearth the truth.

1. Reported decision of the government to award Bharat Ratna to Netaji 
must come as a total shock and shame to every Indian who carries slightest 
flame of patriotism; is charged with pride, dignity and sense of values In 
invoking and cherishing the memory of those who sacrificed themselves for 
freedom which we enjoy today.
